Works shall have ascertained that any sum of money is required to be 
issued on account of such loan, they shall forthwith certify the amount 
of such issue to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National 
Debt for the time being, and in every such certificate the loan in 
payment of which such issue is required, and the party or parties to 
whom such issue is intended to be made, shall be stated; and upon ' 
every such certificate being produced to the officer of the said Com- 
missioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, the Comptroller- 
general, or Assistant Comptroller, or Chief Clerk acting under the 
last-named Commissioners, shall, upon the back of such certificate to 
indorse and sign an order for the payment of the sum mentioned in 
such certificate to the Governor and Company of the Bank of England
